wires of the fire alarm telegraph work, as a 
general rule.

was just about to be served by the deputy 
sheriff. Judge Cady being out of court, Act- 
ing Sheriff Mason took Mr. Pulitzer’s bond, 
signed py Col. Dyer, to the amount of $500, 
thathe would make his appearance next 
Friday before Judge Cady to answer 
a charge of criminal libel. The 
affidavit of Frank J. Bosman, upon which the 
warrant was issued, is based upona portion 
of an editorial in yesterday's PosT-DISPATCH.

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THE BIG GOUGE. 


The Hanuibal and St. Joe Oompany 
and its Little Game. 


How it is Trying to Beat the State out of 
. a Big Sum. 


The Hannibal and St. Joreph railroad bond 
cases is sgain brought pefore the courts, 
through a proceeding that may put an end to 
this, one of the most daring attempts of a 
corporation to gouge the State treasury. 


The attorney of the road yesterday filed a 
petition before the Supreme Court at Jeffar- 
son City, asking fora writ of mandamus to 
compel the State Treasurer to certify to the 
Governor that said company has patd into tae 
State trea:ury asumof money equal in 
amcunt to all the indebtedness due by the 
compaby to the State, by reason of the State 
hav nz issued its-vonvs and loaned the same 
to the company as aloan to the credit of the 
State. 

Before taking th's legal step the representa- 
tives of the company had made a demand 
upon the State Treasurer to certify as re- 
quired, and upon bis refusal the action was 
taken. The history of the whole transaction 
is a curious one,and it is very interesting to 
trace how true the legal adage is, that cor- 
porations have bo souls, and that railroads 
are generally on the make, especially when 
dealing with the State. 

The Hannibal and St. Joe bonds are 3,900 in 
number, and are of the denomination of 
$1,000. Fifteen hundred of them, issued 
previous to 1856, have"been called in and will 
be 1eferred to presently. The earliest of 
those now ex'ant were issued on Novembver 
10, 1856. Five tundred of them, 
reprereuting $90,000 at par va'ue, 
were puc upou the market to 
run for thirty years. Oa February 28, 1857, 
1,000 more bonds wefe issued to run the 
same length of time, the total amount of 
the issues being $1,500,000. The num- 
ber of bonds which had been 
issutied previous to 1856, and which fel! due 
between 1874 and 1876, was aiso 1,500. Tuese 
were all called im and received by the State 
under the actof March 21, 1574, the Issues 
made to meettbis renewal beinzgin accor- 
dance with therapidity with which the bonds 
came in in pursuance of the call. 

On Julv 1, 1874, 5U0 bonds were issued: on 
July 1, 1875, 203; Javusrv Ll, 1876, 165; July 
1, 1876, 614; Juiy 1, 1877, 17. Tae total num- 
ber of these five issues will be found to fvot 
up 1,499, one bond of the old issue being 
never p:esented for renewal, and being mirk- 
ed in the reports as “‘lust or stolen.’’ 
All of these latter bonds issued in renew4l 


run for twenty years. All of 
the Hannibal and Sv. Joseph bonds 
bear interest at 6 per cent. 


Ii wil! be seen that there are 3,000 of them, 
representing 33,000,000, at full va'ue, and 
that they ta:] due at uitfferent periods, whicn 
can be easily calenulaied from the foregoing 
data, the first five huodred being payable in 
1886. The interest, which is pavable seml- 
anpuaily, on the tirst davs of January 
and July, amounts to $180,000 per annum. 
The State bas a first lien on the rord as secur- 
ity for the bonds. This much being pre- 
mised, the nature of the gouge will be easily 
understood, and it wiil be seen that the tax- 
payers of the State are more interested in this 
tight than they are indozens of questions to 
woicb they pay a great deal more attention. 

In 1874 and thereabouts, when the first lot 
of the bonds fell due, the road was not ready 
to liquidate, and the renewal already men- 
tioved was asked for and granted. Lately, 
however, the road has been doiag 
well, and the new directory hus 
been looking wita disgus: at the $180,090 in 
interest that had 'o be hunded over next, year. 
The interest Was much toe high to suit them, 
und some way out of the difliculty 
must be found. Accordingly, early 
in this year tne State authorities 
learned that with the payment of interest to 
be nede July 1, 1881, 1he road would tender 
the $5,600,000, which represented the face 
of t e bonds, and «a-Kto be relieved of al 
responsibility. The position which the 
State would be placed in by this ma- 
_neuver can be seen at 4a_— glance. 
The bonds are State bonds, held by parties 
who look to the State for payment. If this 
money were accepted and the board released, 
the State would be required to pav the inter- 
est ou the bonds until the respective times at 
which they expire. 

The Hannibal and St. Joseph Direc'orv ear- 
ried out the programe which was founded on 
a faw passed by a Republican Legislature in 
1865. Towards the latter part of June of the 
present year, the State Treasurer was notified 
that the road was ieadyto pay over $3,00,- 
OVO, principal andinterest in ful', of ali money 
due the State on accunt of the bonds, 
After sqome consultation, during which the 
State authorities maintained the otber side, 
it was decided to take the money. The par- 
ties in interest met atthe Bank of Commerce, 
in New York, on June 20, and the money was 
turned over, the State, however, re‘using to 
co more than give the road credit on account. 

The principal reason why the money was 
taken was tbat several prominent attorneys 
wave it as their opinion that it would be dan- 
yerous to refuse the tender, and thit the 
state would be upon better fighting ground 
with the money in its possessivn than with- 
out it, 

The officers of the road fought' vigorously 
on the other side. Finally an agreed case 
was made up by the Governor, the State 
Treasurer aad the raitroad officials and re- 
ferred to the Supreme Court, the parties 
concerned agreeing to abide by the decision. 

That tribunal decided that it had no j-tris- 
diction, Which complicated matters worse 
and worse. The time tor the payment of the 
next installment of $90,000 in er2st oc:urs on 
ihe Ist of next January; hence the present 
move of the road. 

The State Treasurer was first asked to tes- 

tify to the Gonernor that tne Hannibal and 
St. Joe Road bad setled all its in- 
ilebtedness by the aforesaid payment, 
If ne had done sothe Governor would have 
been compelled to release the lien on the 
road, whichisthe State’s security, and the 
State would have the felicity of paying out 
$180,000 jer year until the bonds were taken 
up. 
This would be the only alternative save 
repudiation, which was out of the question. 
It isthe opinion of prominent lawyers con- 
sulted to-day that the court will refuse the 
writ of mandamus. A wel!-known 
Olive street broker who was akd about 
the matter said that the uncertiioty im- 
paired the sale of the bonds. Buyers, he 
raid, were certain they would not get their 
interest from the State, and they feared that 
the railroad company would mikea desper- 
ate fight, and that between thetwo stools 
they would fall to the ground. 
The railroad company is playing for high 
siskes, as can be scen by calculating the in- 
terest yet to be paid before the time expires 
for the redemption of the bonds.

BOSTON BREVITIES. 


Woman’s Rights in Massachusetts— 
New Books—Literary Notes. 
special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, November %, 1881.—A book has 
been just published by Roberts Bros. which 
is of special interest, from the fact that it 
treats entirely of the women of Massachu- 
setts, giving short sketches concerning many 
of the more notewortby, some of whom had 
‘lipped more or ticss frem public memory. 
Mre. Harriet H. Robinson, the author, is the 
viidow of the journalist whose letters over 
tte signature of *‘Washington’’ used tv be so 
widely popular in years nut sofar gone. The 
title which she gives her work is ‘*Massachu- 
-eits in the Woman Suffrage Movemeunt,’’ 
and the dedication is to ‘“‘fhe Young Women 
of Massachusetts,’’ who are called upon, 
‘since they find the path so well opened to 
them for better educ itiunal, social and politi- 
cal advantages,” to ‘bear in mind how much 
the woman’s rights movement has done to 
clear the Way.’’ Without pausing to discuss 
the question whether the wider ficld now 
open to women is really the result of the 
avitation of the suffrage question, or whether 
it is only one outcome cf the generailv 
broadening spirit of the age, of which the suf- 
frage movementitself is but another out- 
come, it isan unquestionable fact that wo- 
man’s present position in the old Bay State 
is pot an unerviable one, even though there 
may be some of our sister States of tne West 
which give their women more perfect free- 
kom ‘‘ to go as they please.”? There is an in- 
definable something in the true courtesy with 
which the men of Massachusetts regard and 
treat the women of Massachusetts, which I 
am not so sure exists in tbe same degree 
nearer the Pacific. For instance, 
the Supreme Courts of both Wi:coasia and 
Msssachusetts decide adversely to tbe

us attorneys atlaw. But the Chief Justice of 
the former State departed from the legal as- 
pect of the question, and enlargea upon the 
expediency of such a step, 1n a manner which 
wus entirely outside his official capacity, in- 
dulging in unwarranted suppositions and in 
unpleasant personal ideas; whereas the opin- 
ion just rendered by our Chief Justice is dig- 
nified and kindiy, and confined entirely to the 
legal points which had been raised, whether 
it is sound in its conclusion or not. 

But 1 did not mean to leave the matter un- 
der consideration—Mrs. Robinson’s book. 

The first ‘‘woman’s rights woman” in the 
State, is said to have been Abigail Adams, 
wife of our first-President Adams, whose let- 
ter to ber husband, written in 1774, says, ‘‘we 
(the Wwomenb) wii! not hold ourselves bound 
by any Jaws in which we bave no voice or 
representations.’’ In 1818 Hannah Mather 
Crockers, grand-daughter’ of Cotton 
Mather, published a book called 
‘‘Observations on the Rights of Women,” 
In 18:8 an English ladv, andin 1856 a Pol- 
ish juvy JIeciured here onthe subject. In 
1837 the Grimke. sisters began to leciure 
avainst slavery, und rai-ed a din which: has 
never ceased since, forthe woman question 
was soon incorporated with that of stavery, 
or of negro Siavery, as some of the extrem- 
ists Would sav. ‘The first Natioual Woman’s 
iivichts Cenvention was held in tis S:iate, 
ia Woreester, the grand headquarters of 
covventions, in OctoLer, 1850. At this meet- 
ing, the then young and still silver voiced 
sod Jarge-bcarted Luev Stone spoke. The 
tistory of the convention from tbat to this 
ixgiven inthe work befo e me, then the poli- 
tical, legal and Ike gislative history of ‘*the 
cause’? is detaied, and then a chapter 
beaded *“*Results of Tvirty Years of Agita- 
tion”? gives very interes'ing sketches of wo- 
men ofthe State as students and professors: 
as physicians, the first female medical col- 
lece in New England having been founded 
in Bo-ton in 1856: in the church, the Rev. 
Olympia Brown having been settled near 
Boston as Jong ago as 1863, and there being 
now at least fuur women settled over parishes 
inthis State who bave a right to the title of 
Reverend; in the law, of which there isa 
remarkabiy small showing; in art; in‘‘the 
fourtb estate’ of journalism and authorship: 
us speakers and lecture 8; as office- holders,and 
in the useful occupations. The bookis quite 
a little encyclopedia in its way. 

Do you realize that the holiday season is 
fast approaching—that grand mid-winter ho'- 
iday towards which tbe whole year seems al- 
vaysto betending? I don’t think I should 
were it not for the pile of holiday books 
that the publishers are sending in, and that 
are accumulating on my i desk. And 
tiuly they are lovely this year. After all, 
tbere are no such presents as books, Rightiy 
chesen, they are acceptable to everybody. 

Ihave but one book from Houghton & 
Milfiin this week. and that isone of the dear 
little **birtbday books,” the author chosen 
being Whittier, whose beautiful lines are 
most happily adapted to the days of the year 
hy Etizabeth S. Owen, who arranged the 
littie volume. 

Messrs. Lee & Shepard have just issued a 
number of new publications, prominent 
among which, of course, are books for the 
young peopie. Thefirst of these that I take 
up is Oliver Optic’s, the sixth and last num- 
her of the “Great Western Series,’ “*Up the 
River, or Yachting on the Mississippi.’’ 
Nething more need be said of this than that 
itis fuliy up to the mark of those that have 
preceded it, and that the boys will be sorry 
eohog that thisisthe farewell issue of the 
gelies,. 

Another volume, for which a warm recep- 
tion can be predicted witb avsolute certainty, 
is the “Young Folks’ Robinson Crusoe,’’ 
edited bv William T. Adams (O:iver Optic). 
The old classic is as atcractive as ever—I read 
it through the other day with ail the old-time 
pleasure, and this edition 1s finely gotten up 
and fully illustrated. A very pleasing book 
for the more youthful readers is the bound 
‘olume of Mr. Adams's magazine *‘Var Littie 
Ones at Home and in Scheol.’’ It is a zharm- 
ing jittle publication, apa the book itself 
could not be improved on for the babies’ use.

The 
touching by Elizabeth Barrett Browa- 
ing, ‘‘He Giveth His Beloved Sieep,’’ 18 the 
subject of one 6f[these volumes, which is uni- 
form with those published for several years 
p.st,devoted to the illustration of well-known 
nymns, and, as with them, the designs are:by 
Miss L. B. Humphrey, and are exquisitely 
appropriate and heautiful. Those who may 
prefer a descriptive poem will perhaps 
chocse the ‘‘Hannah Jane’’ of David Ross 
Locke, the well-known ‘“‘Nasby.’’ This +s 
similarly gotten up on thick tinted paper,gilt- 
edged, beautifully bound, and finely illustra- 
ted, the designers being S.G. McCutcheon 
and k. H. Garrett. Either book would bea 
delightiul Christmas present for any one, of 
whatever degree in life or age. 

And so would “Tke Old Oaken Bucket,”’ 
a gift-book of the same style 
issued by the house of D. Lothrop & Co. A 
more popular ballad could not have been se- 
lected, and as the drawings are by Miss L. B. 
Humpbrey, their dainty perfection is a fore- 
gone conclusion. The familiar words are set 
to pictures, even as an artist of a different 
school bas set them to music, and once seen, 
the picture willever remain in the eye to 
accompany the words, even as the tones of 
tbe well known tune remain in the ear. 
‘‘Cbhristmas Carols and Midsummer Songs,”’ by 
American poets, and illustrated by American 
artists, is anotber larger volume of the same 
elegant gift-book style, with the same perfec- 
tion of paper, binding, type and illustration, 
but prepared for the young people, to whom 
it is certain to bring great delight. 

Another volume of “Lothrop’s Library of 
Entertaining History,” which Artbur Gilman 
edits, is out, tbe country chosen 
being Spain, and the author James A. Har- 
rison. Witn such a subject as Spain, even 
history ceases to be dry, and the illustra- 
tions, OVer a hundred in pumber, add vastly 
tothe attractions of the work. The lover of 
history is sure to like the volumes of this 
library, and those who don’t love it may ex- 
periment withthem, with more than a chance 
of being pleased in spite of themselves. 

I must say a word about the Boston maga- 
zines forthe current month.

AUTOGRAPAS. 


The Remarkable Collection of a Brook- 
lyn Boy. 
from the New York Triune. 

Edward W. Bok, of Brooklyn, age 18, hasa 
hobby which he rides with diligence and per- 
sistence. His ruling passion is the collecting 
of autographs. In his pursuit he is daunted 
neither by unanswered letters nor verbal re- 
fusals. Beginning on August 27, 1880, with 
his father’s signature, he has accumulated a 
collection of about 300 names. This is of ex- 
ceptioral interest. Mr. Bok possesses the 
signatures of emperors, presidents, dukes, 
prime ministers, generals, poets, novelists, 
scientists, orators, financiers and profes-ionai 
men and women of eminence. Nearly all the 
pames are those of persons of prominence at 
the present day. Some have been obtained 
in answer to requests three or four times re- 
sage by letter. Others have been secured 

xy personal interviews, and some have been 
secured for the collector by his friends. 

Mr. Bok is employedin the office of the at- 
torney of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company at No. 19> Broadway. His father, 
recently decea-ed, was widely Known as a 
linguist abroad, and atthe time of his death 
belu the position of translator for the same 
company. Whentbne son failed in securing 
answers to his requests the father often 
wrote personally forthe autograph, thus ob- 
tulnipg many names not usuaily seen. In 
such collections Mr. Bok states that auto- 
graphbh-buntipg is increasing here to a gur- 
prising extent, but it is said by distinguished 
Visitors not to ‘have as-umed one-tenth of 
the proportions here thatit has abroad. Al- 
bion W. Tourgee and Thomas A. Edison 
wrote Mr. B: k that they accumulited drawe s 
ful of re quests for aulographs and occasiuvu- 
ally devoted a day simply to sizning their 
humwes. Another prominent man receives an 
uverage of thirty letters a day asking for his 
autograph. 

The chirograpby of many of the distin- 
guished men wnose names Mr. Bok possesses 
would be tbe dcspair of a writing master. 
His collection is probably one of the best in 
the country in .he distinction cf the writers. 
In a Cocument appointing Dr. Bok Vice- 
Copsulin Holland appear the signatures of 
Emperor William and Bismuirck. Just six 
inches beneath the wavy lines of the *Whl- 
he'm’”’ is the crabbed, stiff Vun Bsmarck. 
This distance is required Dy law between the 
siznatures of the Emperor and a supject. An 
oflicial document appoin‘ing Mr. Bok’s father 
Consulin tbe Province of North Holland is 
signed **Willem”’ in a ratber effeminate hand, 
the signature of King William III. of the Neth- 
erlands. The on‘y appointments receiving the 
Royal signature are tnose in the diplomatic 
corps. The latter document is certified by a 
Minister of Justice. The signature ‘*Fred- 
rick, Pr.des Nederlandess”’ appears on an ap- 
pointment of Mr. Bok,Sr., as the Grand Mas- 
terof the Dutch Lodge. Next in the list of 
roval personages is the plain, bold signature 
of KaJakaua, obtained at the Hotel Bruns- 
wick through a member of his suite. The 
Duke of Sutherland signed his name in the 
young collector’s book at the Windsor, re- 
marking somewhat irritably, ‘*I don’t 
see the sense of collecting autographs.” Two 
letters bearing the stamp of the Privy Seal 
Office are signed with a name resembling 
Pigott, which is in reality Argyll. He 
was requested to obtain the autograph of the 
Queen and Prince of Wales and replied. ‘‘I 
regret that it is not in my power to sup- 
ply you with the autographs referred te in 
your letter ofthe 25tb of June.’’ “W. E.

An attempt must be made to en- 
force the laws against criminals, and if this 
fails it will be in order for the people to open 
courts of their own and depopulate Murder- 
ers’ Row. We believe that Judge LAUGHLIN 
and Prosecutor HARRIS are ready and willing 
to make murder odious. Their efficiency 
cannot be questioned, but they are saddled 
with technicalities and hampered by shy- 
sters who pack juries, suborn perjury and in- 
troduce a practice in behalf of criminals which 
is adisgraceto our civilization. There is no 
institution in the city so much interested in 
the purification of the Four Courts as the 
Bar Association. Its businessis to uphold 
the dignity of the law andthe courts and to 
see that justice is nota mockery. Without 
due respect for law our lawyers must starve 
acd Bar Associations languish. Let our Bar

And Says **Human life and Female Vir- 
tue are no Longer Safe in Missouri.’’ 


The decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Matt Lewis case was a veritable surprise to the 
legal community in St. Louis. 
A POST-DISPATCH reporter called on Judge 
Laughlin this morning, and asked him what he 
thought about the decision. ‘‘Well, I think 
this,’* said he, ‘‘that, taken in connection 
with the Jones case, it practically 
wipes the law punishing murder in the first 
degree out of the statute books. What cana 
trial judge do under the circumstances? If 
Matt Lewis is not ready for trial 
in three years when will he be 
ready? Under the ruling of the Supreme Court 
Ibave nocontrol over the lawyers. If they 
make up their minds for a continuance I can- 


not make them go on with the case. The ten- 
dency of all the late decisions of 
the Supreme Court has been to 


do away with capital punishment as a penalty 
forcrime. Howcan a man commit a murder 
unlees he is ‘excited?’ ’’ 

‘‘At any rate, Judge, the prevalence of crime 
in this community shows that something is 
wrong.’’ 

‘*It certainly does, and it is getting worse 
continually. Thelawis nowin such a condi- 
tion that human life and temale virtue are 
absolutely not safe in this State. Suf- 
ficient protection is not accorded 
to the citizen, and think the time has come for 
something to be done. The prisoners 
in the jail are nothing, except that they go 
to illustrate the immunity with which 
crime can be committed. I tell you, 
sir, itis amatter of factthatiftwo men have 
a quarrel with each other, the man who uses 
bis pistol first will come off the best inthe end. 
These constant decisions of the Supreme 
Court have demoralized the criminal 
classes; they believe with much justice that 
there is no punishmeet for murderin Missouri 
and govern themselves accordingly.’’ 

‘*Whatis the remedy?’’ 

‘*There is only one, and that is to reform the 
Appellate system. A Criminal Supreme Court 
must be established to treat criminal cases. It 
is not safe to trust the protection of the com- 
munity into the hands of men who are cer- 
tainly honest, firm and fearless, but who do 
not understand criminal law. If Il were 
called upon to cut off a man’s 
leg, Isuppose lcouldcutit off, but the man 
wonld probably die, forI know nothing about 
surgery. There are men who have 
studied surgery as a profession, and 
they are the ones who should do the 
amputating. Understand me distinctly. I do 
not reflect upon the Supreme Court’s honesty 
ot intention or knowledge of civillaw, but 


these gentlemen, with one exception, 
make no claim to be eriminal 
lawyers. They are not familiar with 


crime, they do not know the working of crim- 
inal cases; the principles they apply were 


designed for civil law. I only 
speak as I have done because I feel 
that the time has come when, as a 


citizen, Imustspeak. Ihaveas great an in- 
terest in the preservation of law and order in 
this community as@ny man, and I feel it a 
plain duty to demand more procection than 
cae tay eae give me asit is now adminis- 
tered.’

Chicago Brokers’ Commissions—Items 
if Picked Up on the Floor, ~ |

It is said that a work will shortly be pro- 
duced from the pen of one of the sharpest 
operators on the floor, entitled, “‘The Crushed 
Israelite, or Every Man b‘s own Bucket-shop.” 


The only explanation that can be offered 
for the action of certain parties at the 
aiternoon open board is that they standin 
for a commission On all sales of hats made to 
the operators. Atleast thisis what George 
Small thinks, while Sam. Sturges cunsiders it 
an eutrage the way he was unbdonneted yes- 
terday. Jim Roberts says he don’t cire so 
they don’t break anything wore than his hat. 
He has never forgotton Bub Adam,’ temper- 
ance lectures. 


The number of Chicigo operators on the 
floor during the past few days has been nota- 
ble. They are all young, well! dressed and 
very “fly*-looking. In fact tney look asif 
they knowit all, and something besides t 
make the measure good. The ease and grace 
with which thev wil stack themselves up 
avainst any resting-place and glibly reel off 
‘pointers” and ‘**straight tips’? to the native 
amateur speculator is truly astonishing. Sev- 
eral of the boys donothing but follow these 
distioguished visitors around, and they will 
probably be able shortly to copy the peculiar 
stvle of these Chicayo operators. 

Some uneasiness is felt by Chicago rapre- 
sentatives in this market at the interpreta- 
tion placed on the new commission rule by 
the Chicago Board of Trade Directory. They 
ho'd that a member of their association miy 
have a man on salary to solicit option busi- 
pess for him, but must not divide commissions 
with one who does not be'ong to the board. 
Ali cutsiders are debarred from receiving 
uny percentage. A large business in grain 
options is transacte | between St. Louis and 
Chicago, and several brokers doa heavy busi- 
ness inthis way in dividing commissions. 
The New York Cotton Exchange attempted 
to enforce a similar rule some time ago, but 
such a pressure Was brought to bear upon 
them that they finally give in by allowing 
firms belonging to the Kxchange to have one 
representative on divided commissions in each 
cutside city. 

‘*T don’t believe,”? said a member, “‘in any 
wreat advance. It’s raining in Chicigo this 
morning, andthat pu's the§marketjup. ‘There 
can’t be much of any advance in wheat till 
the stuff begins moving out of the country. 
it will do to sellon every bulge. When it gets 
down to $1 35for December itis low enourh 
and isabuy fora few cents, but itis a sale 
right now. Another thing I don’t believe 
any more than | would think of going up 
and jumping off the bridge, andthatisa 
corner on December wheat or corn. In the 
first place there is no line out. Nor willthere 
be a corner in Chicago for December, as 
there is no one thereto sell them, except 


the local tride. The country won’t 
sell, wud they won’t buy when Jan- 
uary is at $137, but when it touches 


+1 41 or $1 42, why, they just rash to buy, and 
ihey get insulted if you ask ’em to sell.”? 

Mr. A. C. Knapp, representing the new tel- 
egraph line that is to connect the St. Louis 
and Chicago Boards of Trade, and thatis to 
be known asthe Board of Trade Telegraph 
Company, arrived in the city yesterday morn- 
ing andcame on’UChange at an early hour. 
lle received a cordial welcome from the mem- 
bers, who extended to him all thefcourtesies 
and needful help that were necessary to the 
success of his mission. Mr. Kaapp came here 
to solicit subscriptions for the new company 
and-was entirely successful in his object. He 
was seen by a POST-DISPATCH reporcer, and 
in a short conversation, thouzh rather 
vuarded on the part of Mr. Knapp, he 
stated that half the sharesin the new com- 
pany bad been allotted St. Louis, but there 
had been such a rush for them on the Chicigo 


board that that city had got a little more 
thanits share. The St. Louis merchants 


were responding generously and he would 
have no difticulty in disposing ofall share; 
to be taken here. The line was to be an exe 
clusive business men’s telegraph line. Tae 
capital was now $75,000, but perhaps to bein- 
creased if other points were taken in be- 
sides St. Louis and Chicago. He could not 
sav when the line would be completed. They 
could build as well in winter as any other 
time. Allthey wanted was the material. 
Thev could verv well have it completed 


before spring. It was their intention to 
foilow the highwa.s’ of the State 


of Iilinois in errecting their line, as thev 
could do so under the laws of that State. Four 
that matter they could erect them along the 
line of tbe railway, but they wish to avoid lit- 
vation with the Western Union. Gen. D.P.

CONSUMPTIVE COWS. 


A New Danger in the Milk Supply of St. 
Louis— fLubercles Found in Milk. 


Considerable excitement has been caused 
among the dairymen along King’s High- 
way, in the northwestern part of town, by 
the rumor that the pink-eye or ‘some anal»o- 
gous disease Was attacking the cows in the 
different dairies. A reporter, after a long 
hunt last night, was unable to ficd any of the 
cows, Lut he succeeded in discovering the 
next best thing—the veterinary doctor who 
had attended the cattle. Dr. Salmon, who 
lives on Bidweli avenue, near King’s Highway, 
admitted that he had been sent for to attend 
several of the sick cows in Peiffer’s dairy, 


which were said to have the pink-eye, but 
that was a mistake. ‘‘As soon as I saw the 
cows I knew that it was not pink-eye 
that was the matter with them. 

Of course they had a watery;affection of the 
eye, but the legs did not swell up, and there 
was none of that stiffaess of pink-eye. As 
soon as one Of these cattle died I took out its 
lungs and submitted them to Dr. Federmann 
in Bremen, and he said at once that the ani- 
mals had died of ordinary consumption, 
which was my own diagnosis. The iungs 
were full of tubercles, and all of the usual 
symptoms cf copsump.ion were present.” 

‘*Well, are many of the cows in this neigh- 
borhood affected this way ?’’ 

‘*t only knew of three, ail belonging to Mr. 
Peiffer, and at my request he 
killed the two which did not die naturally. 
Post-mortem eXamination proved them to 
be affected with the same disease.’? 

‘*Is there any danger of it spreading among 
the other cattie?”’ 

‘*No. Consumption can never be an epi- 
zootic disease, allhough a great many Cases 
may occur. lt was not thatl was afraid of, 
but l requested him to kill the cows because 
the milk they gave was exceedingly poison- 
ous. Fortunately noneof it was sold. Dr. 
kedermann and myselfexamined it closely, 
und,to say nothing of its evidently unwhole- 


some condition, coming from a-_ sick 
COW, we also found it to be full 
of tubercles. I think that the 


direct effect of drinking the milk upon human 
beings would be tu ingraft a verv serious case 
of consumption into the system.’? 

‘*Are you quite sure that none of this milk 
is being sola, Doctor?’’ 

“Unless by accid2nt, [think itis highly un- 
likely. Possibly in sume of. the city swill- 
feeding dairies a consumptive cow might be 
Kept giving milk; butin the country dairies 
Ico.’t think it could happen, and with or- 
dinary precautiou it couid not happen any- 
where else. The milk hasa peculiar rotten 
taste which cannot be hid by any means that 
I know of, anditsours so quickly that it 
would be hard to get it sold before it was al- 
together spoiled.” 

‘“‘Are there many cases of the disease.” 

“Oh, no. Itis exceedingly rare. Nothing 
would bave been heard of this, 1 suppossg, if 
some idiot had not started the report that 
Peiffer’s cows had the pink-eye.”’ 

‘*Are there any other diseases which poison 
milk, Doctor?” 

‘A sick cow cannot give healthy milk, of 
course. And there may be a great many 
things Which wil! spoil the milk of a healtby 
cow. The great trouble is that there is really 
uo testto determine teinted from untainted 
milk—it is largely fed to babies, and as they 
venerally die, itis hard to say whether it 
Was because the milk Was poisonous or he- 
eause it had no nourishment in it that the 
child died. Swill-fed mitk is always bad, not 
alone because the cow has no decent food to 
make milk out of, but because tne food 
makes the animal sick, which at once taints 
the already bad milk.”

Cards—Fashions iu Stationery. 


W ben the sacred scribes of Egypt painted the 
frail] papyrus rolls with the hieroglyphics that 
asked Thothmes te the flower-feast of Isis, it 1s 
at least pardonable to suppose that they shad- 
ed ana colored the letters with all the coquetry 
ofthe art. Even the cunéiform inscriptions on 
the sun-dried bricks of Assyria bear testimony 
to the fact that the scrivener’s art had its nice- 
ties theusands of years ago, and through the 
ages the correspondence of mankind has been 
increasing witness to the growth of decorative 
art. .WhenC cero scribbled one of those re- 
markable little notes of his to his friends, it 
is quite certain that the wax tablet had a 
curious border worked by a cunning artisan. 
it would rejoice the beart ofan antiquary to 
see ore of the menus of Lucullus, whose little 
feeds costthousands. From their day to ours 
the process bas been gradual, but epistolary 
correspondence has always been a peculiar 
tiela tur decorative art. Missives bound with 
silken threads and sealea with massy seals 
went home inthe irregular mails from the 
crusaders, and illuminating was not confined 
to missals and breviaries. Somehow 
people bave recognized m al) the centuries the 
fact that gentility and good breeding can be 
detected even more .eadily in one’s stationery 
than in one’sclothes. And whois there who 
does not almost instinctively recoil froma 
coarse sheet of letter paper drawn reluctantly 
out of an ugly yellow envelope-it bas much 
the same effect as aragged tramp. This train 
ot thought was suggested by an examination 
of the pretty stationery spread through the 
show cases of the Eugene Jaccard Jewelry 
Company. There is an air of good society 
about really fine stationery whicn recalls the 
tea-cup times of hood and hoop ;the zentility is 
expressed in paper which we otherwise find in 
Bisque. Take upa sheet of the new paper, 
Crane’s antiqne parchment, for instance, in 
either ot the hues—blank white or azure—and 
how easy it is to :mayine a dainty hand tracing 
line after line along its duinty surface. There 
is a paper, too, with a soft, leathery con- 
sistence, dazziingly white, and somehow re- 
calling a masterpiece of Morocco workman- 
ship, which suggests iove-letters and billetsdouc. 
Otber plain papers with a satiny finish one Can 
fancy covered over with Guinuty vers de societe. 
Just such paper, in w word, ss Dob3on 8s 
‘*proverbs in Purecelain’’ should have been 
wiittenon. But plain papers arethe prettier 
for judicious ornament, and it is in 
the really artistic character of its illumination 
nnd engraving -thattbis house has made the 
name of Jaceard famous The onty style now 
prevailing isto have either the monogram or 
the crest alone displayed upon the paper. 
Some years ago there was quite a fancy among 
the ladies for emblematic devices upon sta- 
tionery, and griffins and sphynxes and flowers 
avd birds were constantly occurring, butthere 
wus noindividuality about any of this, and so 
the habit, like other bad habits, was doomed. 
Quite a number of pretty monograms are 


shown, and the number’ wili increase 
constantly, as the young ladies ot 
St. Louis are quick to seize an 
artistic idea. Sone ot these mouograms 


are very quaint and the groupings of tne let- 
ters extremely effective. Speaking of 
designs recalls at orce the rich display of 
menus with which the cases are full. These 
pretty cards are all band-painted and every 
one is different in design. Some are simplicity 
itself, with a spray of golden-"od in the corner, 
ora bunch of lilies of the valley; others are 
real pieces of art, complicated combinations 
of silk and paper, edged with point lace and 


covered with illuminations costing $16 
apiece. The designs are by Mr. 
Taft. One great wistake which persons 


usually make in ordering menus is that the 
menu itself should be engraved. Not alone is , 
this very expensive, but it is exceedingly bad 
form. Forasimatl dinner party ot a duzen or 
so the menus should bawritten by hand Only 
ut jurge and formal dinners ale eugraved 
Caltes permissible. The dinner cards, too, 
aie in greut variety both of design and shape. 
Al} being band painted, of course no two are 
“alike. At grand receptions itis now the thing 
to present each guest with a pretty souvenir, 
seme of which are quite elaborate. 
The custom has prevailed in .Europe 
for ajony time andis being heartily adopted 
inthis country. The Christmas cards and 
birthday cards ure, of Course, profuse in orna- 
ment, decorations verily running riot upon 
them. Nothing istoo quaint or grotesque or 
pretty for the artist to depict,and aa hour muy 
resdily be spent admiring the collection of 
heppy thoughts displayed. 

In visiting cards, the canons of etiquette 
have heen distinctly laid down. The cards 
must be long and narrow, andthe laryest size 
for inarvied ladies and for vei 
tiemen. a smaller for youug ladies. 
Round English scriptis alone tu be engraved 
fortnem, very heavy for the first two, and 
not at all light forthe latter. The ‘‘'Mr.’’ mast 
appear upon gentlemen's cards in every case. 
subs’s cards are very small, with the little 
stranger’s namein the center and the date of 
its ariivalin the lower leftcorner. ‘These are 
coming into very general use. 

Card cases and pucketbooks are now made 
of alligator skin finely tanned. The effect is 
unique, but exceedingly pretty, and of course 
the stationery boxes must be seen to be appre 
ciated. They are of ail possible shapes and 
colors and sizes, and they can only be de- 
e@libed as appropriate caskets forthe gems of 
stationery they contain.
